GROUP HEALTH 
PLAN UPHELD 

Anil - Truit Conviction 
Confirmed by U.S. Court 



tVaeblngtoa. Jen. 18 <AP>. — The 
Supreme Court of the United Stale* 
today upheld the convldlon of the 
American Medical Association and 
the DisUlct of Columbia Medical 
Society on charge* that they sought 
to hamstring a co-operative group 
health plan and thereby violated 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 

The medical association* were 
fined J2JSOO and $1,300. respectively, 
on charge* that they rontplred to 
"restrain trade" by Influencing 
phyaldans and hdspitala to boycott 
Croup Health Assyria t lb&, Inc. s 
co-operajlw organisation of £300 
Government employee* In tha Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Croup health 
w»» set up t$ provide medical and 
hoapllai csre for its member* on a 
prepayment plan. The decision 
noted that auch a plan “was con- 
trary to tha code of ethics" of the 
A.MJL 

Mlse Edith Rock wood. J^bor De- 
partment employee who la priildent 
of Croup Health, commented that 
“the decision will be advanUgeous 
to all group* In the United Staten 
that are planning for medical care." 

The court'* vote was 6 to a Jus- 
tice* Frank Murphy and Robert 
Jackson, former attorneya-general. 
did nof participate. 

The opinion, written by Justice 
Owen Roberta, was devoted chiefly 
to legal technicalities. It found that 
the oourt did not need to oonalder 
or decide the question of principal 
Interest te laymen raised by the 
appeal— whether a physician'* prac- 
tice ef his profession constitute* 
“trade - within the meaning of the 
Sherman Act, which prohibit* com- 
bination* ia restraint of trade. 

“Group health la a membership 
corporation engaged In business or 
trade. - Roberts explained. "Its cor- 
porate activity la the cor summation 
fhe • co-operative effort of 1U 
members to obtain for themselves 
and (heir familie* medical service 
and h oa p Ha ttmt ion on a risk-sharing 
prepayment baste. The corporation 
collects funds from ks member*. 
WUh theao funds physician* art 
employed and hospitalisation pro- 
cured. ... ' 

“It as we bold. -the Indictment 
charge* a single conspiracy to row 
train and obstruct this business It 
charge* a conspiracy in restraint 
trade or commerce within the 
statute. . . . Thf calling or oocu po- 
ol the Individual physicians 
charged as defendant* i* Immaterial 
U the purpoee and effect of their 
conspiracy was such obstruction and 
restraint of lb* business of group 
health.-

He gave testimony before Crown 
Prosecutor Gerald Fauteux. KC, 
produced a time card of Engine 
Work* and Trading which alleged- 
ly showed that an “A Langlaia of 
."WTO St. Denla" was entitled to $623 
for work performed. Mr. Faaleux 
«sld that llanrl Langlal*' correct 
xddre** was conlalned In 'another of 
Ihe company'* document*. 

CpL Edward Chamberlain of th* 
Ro»al Canadian Mounted Police to*, 
tlfled that he had tried lo find a 
2378 St. Denis Street. "On the 
•outh aide l found 3478 and on tha 
north aide 1 found 3GZX In between 
I found a park and a *tatue of 
Octave Cremaxle," a Trench-Cana- 
dlan poet.
